SAN’A, Yemen — In his first interview 
with a journalist since the Fort Hood ram- 
page, Yemeni-American cleric Anwar 
al-Aulagqi said that he neither ordered nor 
pressured Maj. Nidal Malik Hasan to harm 
Americans, but that he considered himself 
a confidant of the army psychiatrist who 
was given a glimpse via e-mail into Hasan’s 
growing discomfort with the U.S. military. 

The cleric said he thought he played a 
role in transforming Hasan into a devout 
Muslim eight years ago, when Hasan lis- 
tened to his lectures at the Dar al-Hijra 
mosque in Northern Virginia. Al-Aulaqi 
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Anwar al-Aulaqi 


said that Hasan “trusted him,” and that the 
two developed an e-mail correspondence 
over the past year. 

The portrait of the alleged Fort Hood 
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shooter offered by al-Aulaqi provides 
some hints as to Hasan’s mindset and mo- 
tivations in the months leading up to last 
week’s rampage, in which 13 were killed. 
Al-Aulaqi’s comments also add to questions 
over whether U.S. authorities, who were 
aware of at least some of Hasan’s e-mails 
to al-Aulagi, should have sensed a potential 
threat. 

U.S. intelligence agencies intercepted e- 
mails from Hasan, but the FBI concluded 
that they posed no serious danger and that 
an investigation was unnecessary, said fed- 
eral law enforcement officials. 

Explaining why he wrote on his Web site 
that Hasan was a “hero,” al-Aulaqi said in 
an interview with an intermediary jour- 
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Cleric in Yemen says he was confidant to Hasan 


nalist: “I blessed the act because it was 
against a military target. And the soldiers 
who were killed were not normal soldiers, 
but those who were trained and prepared 
to go to Afghanistan and Iraq.” 

Al-Aulaqi’s views are controversial, 
earning him not only designation by U.S. 
counterterrorism officials as a leading 
English-language promoter and supporter 
of al-Qaida, but also criticism from other 
fundamentalist Islamic clerics. 

Al-Aulaqi declined to be interviewed by 
an American journalist. But he provided an 
account of his relationship with Hasan to a 
Yemeni journalist contacted by The Wash- 
ington Post.

Obama pushes human rights in China

BEIJING — President Barack Obama 
pointedly nudged China on Monday to stop 
censoring Internet access, offering an ani- 
mated defense of the tool that helped him 
win the White House and suggesting Beijing 
need not fear a little criticism. 

The president’s message during a town 
hall-style meeting with university students 
in Shanghai, China’s commercial hub, fo- 
cused on one of the trickiest issues separat- 
ing China’s communist government and the 
United States — human rights. 

It was a delicately balanced message and 
Obama couched his admonitions with words 


calling for cooperation, heavy with praise 
and American humility. 

“T think that the more freely information 
flows, the stronger the society becomes, be- 
cause then citizens of countries around the 
world can hold their own governments ac- 
countable,” Obama told students during his 
first-ever trip to China. “They can begin to 
think for themselves.” 

During Obama’s opening statement to uni- 
versity students in Shanghai, he spoke blunt- 
ly about the benefits of individual freedoms 
in a country known for limiting them. 

“We do not seek to impose any system of 
government on any other nation,’ Obama 
said. 

Then he added that freedom of expression 


and worship, unfettered access to informa- 
tion and unrestricted political participation 
are not unique to the United States; instead, 
he called them “universal rights.” 

Obama talked at length about the Internet, 
which he said helped him win the presidency 
because it allowed for the mobilization of 
young people. 

“1’m a big supporter of non-censorship,” 
Obama said. 

“T recognize that different countries have 
different traditions. I can tell you that in the 
United States, the fact that we have free In- 
ternet — or unrestricted Internet access — is 
a source of strength, and I think should be 
encouraged.”

Given where Obama was speaking, such a 
comment carried strong implications. And 
he appeared to be talking directly to China’s 
leaders when he said that he believes free dis- 
cussion, including criticism that he sometimes 
finds annoying, makes him “a better leader be- 
cause it forces me to hear opinions that I don’t 
want to hear.” 

China has more than 250 million Internet 
users and employs some of the world’s tightest 
controls over what they see. 

The country is often criticized for having the 
so-called “Great Firewall of China,” which re- 
fers to technology designed to prevent unwant- 
ed traffic from entering or leaving a network.

Yet former 
presidents Bill Clinton and George W. Bush 
also spoke to students and took questions from 
them during stops in China. 

The White House hoped Monday’s town 
hall meeting with Chinese university students 
would allow Obama to telegraph U.S. values 
— through its successes and failures — to the 
widest Chinese audience possible. 

But those hopes had their limits in commu- 
nist-ruled China. 

The first-term U.S. president then flew to 
Beijing and the Diaoyutai State Guesthouse for 
his third meeting with Chinese President Hu 
Jintao. Trade, climate change and economic is- 
sues were expected to dominate. 

The town hall meeting showed how difficult 
it is for the governments to work together. The 


U.S. initially requested a larger venue and a 
live broadcast on a major network. In the end, 
Chinese officials put the event on the eastern 
fringes of the city. Only local Shanghai TV car- 
ried it live, though it was streamed on two pop- 
ular Internet portals and on the White House’s 
Web site, which is not censored. 

Eager to achieve a successful summit, the 
two leaders are likely to avoid public spats on 
economic issues. With America’s budget defi- 
cit soaring to a yearly record of $1.42 trillion, 
China is the No. 1 lender to Washington and 
has expressed concern that the falling price of 
the dollar. 

In the U.S., American manufacturers blame 
China’s own low currency value for contrib- 
uting to the loss of 5.6 million manufacturing 
jobs over the past decade.

Army counselors 
struggle to meet 
soldiers’ needs

FORT HOOD, Texas — Fami- 
lies from Georgia to California 
buried their Fort Hood dead over 
the weekend, but on the nation’s 
largest military installation, the 
pace of operations did not slow. 
Soldiers by the hundred bid 
tearful farewells and shipped 
out to war as others returned to 
joyous homecomings. 

For those who made it back, 
the Nov. 5 attack that made Fort 
Hood a symbol of the collateral 
damage of two faraway conflicts 
is also reminder of the battle 
the Army post has been waging 
against the mental demons un- 
leashed by combat. 

Maj. Nidal Hasan, the Army 
psychiatrist charged in the kill- 
ings, was a recent arrival to a 
mental health corps that had 
won recent plaudits from the 
Pentagon’s highest echelons for 
its innovative thinking about 
soldier health. Yet the violence 
he allegedly unleashed only 
weeks before his own deploy- 
ment underscores the depths 
of the military’s challenges and 
the limits of its most well-inten- 
tioned reach. 

More than 75 people based at 
Fort Hood have committed sui- 
cide since the Iraq war began in 
March 2003, including 10 this 
year, one of the highest rates in 
the Army. Divorce, depression 
and violence are increasingly 
common among the thousands 
of soldiers who cycle through, 
officials say. 

Yet spaces exist for only a 
fraction of the soldiers who need 
help, officials say. For a soldier 
not considered in urgent psy- 
chiatric distress, it takes three 
to five weeks to begin counsel- 
ing sessions, a senior staff psy- 
chiatrist reported. Resistance to 
seeking treatment can be fierce

in a world where steeled emo- 
tions are typically considered a 
sign of strength. 

To heal the corps, Fort Hood 
commanders are moving be- 
yond standard commands that 
soldiers simply suck it up. Send- 
ing a message that to hurt is 
human, to seek help divine, they 
hope to draw returning war- 
riors into networks of support. It 
is too early to know if the pro- 


grams will succeed. 

For example, on the vast 
Army post cloaked in drab, 
Fort Hood’s new Spiritual Fit- 
ness Center offers color. Inside, 
sunlight filters through stained 
glass of lavender and blue. Can- 
dles are surrounded in dishes 
of polished stones and George 
Winston piano solos play. 

“We like to call this place ‘lis- 
tening and love, ” Lt. Col. Ira 


Houck, a chaplain, explained 
from deep in an overstuffed 
armchair, one week after the 
shootings that left 13 people 
dead and dozens wounded. 

If the concept sounds New 
Age, it is. The converted chapel 
in the heart of the newly chris- 
tened Resiliency Campus offers 
a refuge for broken and dis- 
tressed soldiers. 

Yet Sgt. Matthew Spencer, a 
combat veteran who works as 
a greeter at the center, laughed 
when he said he and his buddies 
would never seek help here. 

“T am from the infantry. We 
don’t come to places like this,” 
Spencer, 24, said above the 
strains of an Ennio Morricone 
composition. “Why don’t we 
come? We’ve got each other.” 

“That’s the battle right there,” 
said David Rudd, a former Fort 
Hood psychologist who is study- 
ing post-combat stress. He cites 
the military’s macho culture as 
one reason. 

To address the fallout of war 
for active-duty soldiers, with 
the goal of returning them to 
the fight, Fort Hood last year 
established the Warrior Combat 
Stress Reset Program, modeled 
on a six-month approach at Fort 
Bliss, Texas. Here, soldiers de- 
vote three weeks to what psy- 
chiatrist Adam Borah, who runs 
the Resilience and Restoration 
Center, called “traditional and 
nontraditional therapies.” 

That means options from 
one-on-one counseling, group 
therapy and medication to yoga, 
acupuncture, massage and Japa- 
nese Reiki. The results are being 
evaluated as they emerge. Three 
graduates of the program, which 
treats 12 soldiers at a time, are 
in Iraq or Afghanistan. 

He said Fort Hood could not 
meet the post’s need for profes- 
sional help. 

“There is no question that our 
demand for services is greater 
than our ability to supply them 
on Fort Hood,” Borah said.

Thejournalist, Abdulelah Hider 
Shaea, is a terrorism expert with 
close ties to al-Aulagi. The Post 
contacted Shaea to conduct the 
interview and review al-Aulaqi’s 
correspondence with Hasan, 
which consisted of a dozen or so 
e-mails. The Post reimbursed 
Shaea’s travel expenses but did 
not pay him. 

On Sunday, Shaea offered de- 
tails of his interview with al- 
Aulagi, an influential preacher 
whose sermons and writings 
supporting jihad have attracted a 
wide following among radical Is- 
lamists. Shaea allowed a Post re- 
porter to view a video recording 
of a man who closely resembles 
pictures of al-Aulaqi sitting in 
front of his laptop reading the e- 
mails, and to hear an audiotape in 


which a man, who like al-Aulaqi 
speaks English with an American 
accent, discusses his e-mail cor- 
respondence with Hasan. 

The quotes in this article are 
based on Shaea’s handwritten 
notes. Shaea said he was allowed 
to review the e-mails between 
Hasan and al-Aulaqi, but they 
were not provided to The Post. 

Born in New Mexico, the 
thick-bearded, white-robed al- 
Aulaqi served as an imam at two 
mosques attended by three of the 
Sept. 11, 2001, hijackers. 

U.S. officials have accused him 
of working with al-Qaida networks 
in the Persian Gulf after leaving 
Northern Virginia. In mid-2006, 
he was detained in Yemen, his an- 
cestral homeland, at the request of 
U.S. authorities. He was released 
in December 2007. 


Al-Aulaqi described Hasan as 
a man who took his Muslim faith 
seriously, and who was eager to 
understand how to interpret Is- 
lamic sharia law. 

In the e-mails, Hasan appeared 
to question U.S. involvement in 
the wars in Iraq and Afghanistan, 
and often used “evidence from 
sharia that what America was 
doing should be confronted,” the 
cleric told Shaea. 

“So Nidal was providing evi- 
dence to Anwar, not vice versa,” 
Shaea said. “Anwar felt, after see- 
ing Nidal’s e-mails, that [Hasan] 
had wide knowledge of sharia 
law.” Shaea said he interviewed 
al-Aulaqi in his house on Sat- 
urday in Shabwa, a province in 
southern Yemen that has become 
an extremist stronghold and 
where al-Qaida is seeking to cre- 


ate a haven. 

Al-Aulagi told Shaea that 
Hasan first reached out to him 
in an e-mail dated Dec. 17, 2008. 
He described Hasan introducing 
himself and writing: “Do you re- 
member me? I used to pray with 
you at the Virginia mosque.” 

Initially, al-Aulaqi said he did 
not recall Hasan and did not reply 
to the e-mail. But after Hasan 
sent two or three more e-mails, 
the cleric said he “started to re- 
member who he was,” according 
to Shaea. 

Al-Aulaqi said Hasan viewed 
him as a confidant. “It was clear 
from his e-mails that Nidal trust- 
ed me. Nidal told me: ‘I speak 
with you about issues that I never 
speak with anyone else, ” he told 
Shaea. 
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Military food supplier

ATLANTA — A Kuwaiti com- 
pany has been charged with 
conspiring to defraud the U.S. in 
connection with multibillion-dol- 
lar contracts to feed U.S. troops 
in Iraq, Kuwait and Jordan.

Acting U.S. Attorney Gentry 
Shelnutt says the fraud investi- 
gation is ongoing. The company 
is scheduled for a first court ap- 
pearance in Atlanta on Friday. 


U.S. teams will work 
with Czechs on missiles 


PRAGUE — The Obama ad- 
ministration hopes the Czech 
Republic will play an important 
role in a reworked U.S. missile 
defense plan, a top American of- 
ficial said Monday. 

Ellen Tauscher, the U.S. under- 
secretary of state for arms con- 
trol and international security, 
held talks at the Czech Foreign 
Ministry to discuss ways for the 
Czech Republic to participate in 
the new system. 

“This is ... the opportunity for 
the Czech Republic to play a very 
significant role,’ Tauscher told 
reporters after meeting with For- 
eign Minister Jan Kohout and his 
deputy Tomas Pojar. 

A month ago, Vice President 
Joe Biden won Czech support for 
the new plan. 

Tauscher said technical teams 
will be coming in next month to 
discuss further details.

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Japan official: Consider moving Marines to Kadena

NAHA, Okinawa — Japanese Foreign 
Minister Katsuya Okada wrapped up 
his two-day visit to Okinawa on Monday 
promising to continue to look into alter- 
natives to replacing Marine Corps Air 
Station Futenma. 

Okada said he will pursue the possi- 
bility of scrapping plans to build a new 
Marine airstrip on Camp Schwab and 
instead moving Marines to Kadena Air 
Base. 

“I can say that we are now reviewing 
every possibility, including the Kadena 
plan,” he said during a news conference 
Monday in Naha. 

In 2006 the U.S. and Japan agreed 


to close MCAS Futenma, in urban cen- 
tral Okinawa, and move its operations 
to a more remote location on the island’s 
northeast coast. But Japan’s new govern- 
ment that took office in September has 
questioned whether the Marine air opera- 
tions should be moved elsewhere. 

Without the new base, U.S. officials 
have stated, the entire realignment plan 
for Okinawa would disintegrate. Okada 
agrees. 

“Everything started in order to remove 
the danger presently posed at the Marine 
air station at the earliest possible time,” 
he said Monday. “Scrapping the [2006 
realignment] plan and starting from 
scratch is not an option. If the plan is 
scrapped, plans to move the 8,000 Marines 


and close military bases south of Kadena 
will also fall apart.” 

On Sunday Okada viewed Camp Schwab 
and the village of Henoko, which hosts the 
base. He also viewed MCAS Futenma 
from a hill overlooking it and spoke with 
Okinawa leaders. 

Okada acknowledged that moving the 
Marines to Kadena — with its two 12,000- 
foot runways making it the largest U.S. 
air base in East Asia — has been rejected 
by national and local officials in the past. 

Pentagon spokesman Geoff Morrell 
earlier this month called the move opera- 
tionally unworkable. 

“You cannot consolidate the Air Force 
operations, the Marine Corps operations 
onto that facility and do all the things that 


we need to do to provide for the defense of 
Japan,” he said. 

People who live near the base have long 
complained about aircraft noise and have 
successfully sued the Japanese govern- 
ment for damages. 

However, Okada said that if the noise 
problem could be addressed, the move to 
Kadena would allow MCAS Futenma to 
be closed sooner than the planned 2014 
date to complete the Camp Schwab proj- 
ect, which calls for two V-shaped runways 
to be built partly on reclaimed land in 
Oura Bay. 

The Camp Schwab project is still in the 
environmental assessment stage.

Army identifies soldier killed in crash

KADENA AIR BASE, Okinawa 
— The soldier killed in a three- 
car crash Friday on Kadena has 
been identified as Pfc. Michael W. 
Shipman Jr., 19. 

An Army spokesman said 
Monday that Shipman — assigned 
to the Army’s Ist Battalion, 1st 
Defense Artillery Battalion, 
based on Kadena — died at the 
U.S. Naval Hospital Okinawa. 

Army spokesman Chip Steitz 
said the cause of the crash remains 


under investigation. It occurred 
around noon under rainy con- 
ditions on Douglas Boulevard 
across from Marek Park. 

Three other servicemembers 
— including two soldiers who 
were in Shipman’s car — were 
injured. 

The soldiers were also taken to 
the hospital, where they are listed 
in stable condition, Steitz said. 

The fourth person injured was 
an airman who was treated and 
released, a spokesman for the 


Air Force said. The names of 
the injured personnel were not 
released. 

“Our hearts and prayers go out 
to the family and loved ones of 
Private 1st Class Shipman and 
to our injured soldiers,” said Col. 
James Woodard, commander of 
the 10th Support Group. 

A private memorial service 
for Shipman, of McDonough, 
Ga., is scheduled for 3:30 p.m. 
Wednesday at the base’s Keystone 
Theater. 


Teacher is second DODDS employee to die this month

MISAWA AIR BASE, Japan — 
A Cummings Elementary School 
teacher was pronounced dead 
Nov. 12 after being discovered un- 
responsive in her off-base home, 
according to school officials. 

Japanese officials reported that 
Margaret A. Marsett’s death was 
not the result of criminal activity, 
according to a Department of De- 
fense Dependents Schools-Pacific 
news release on Monday. 

An Aomori prefectural police 
spokesman declined to release 
the cause of death, saying it’s 


against policy unless foul play is 
suspected. 

Marsett, 63, who taught fourth- 
and fifth-graders, is the second 
Pacific DODDS employee to die 
this month. 

Robert J. Joyce, 68, was re- 
ported dead Nov. 4 at Ryukyu 
University Hospital following a 
battle with cancer, according to a 
separate news release. 

Marsett began working with 
DODDS in August 2001 as a 
fifth-grade teacher at Lanham 
Elementary School at Naval Air 
Facility Atsugi, Japan, according 
to the release. 


She moved to Misawa in July. 

Marsett is survived by her 
brothers, John and Robin Mar- 
sett, and by her niece, Christina 
Marsett. 

Joyce retired from the Air 
Force in 1992 and worked as a 
customer service representative 
with DODDS’s personnel divi- 
sion on Torii Station, Okinawa. 
He is survived by his wife, Utako 
“Emi” Joyce. 

A memorial service for Joyce 
will be held at 4 p.m.

GI's lawyer wants 
interviews recorded 
in hit-and-run case

YOMITAN, Okinawa — The 
Japanese attorney representing 
a soldier being held in connection 
with a fatal hit-and-run incident 
has asked prosecutors to require 
videotaping of any future ques- 
tioning of the suspect. 

Attorney Toshimitsu Takaesu 
told Stars and Stripes on Monday 
that he also has advised the sol- 
dier to remain silent until video- 
taping is approved. 

“From the accused’s state- 
ment, I have great apprehension 
that continuing the current style 
of interrogation and having the 
accused give statements and 
signing it would twist the court’s 
finding and lead to violation of the 
accused’s rights,” Takaesu wrote 
in his request to the prosecutors. 

The Army sergeant, whose 
name is being withheld pending 
charges, is in the custody of mili- 
tary authorities on Torii Station. 
He voluntarily submitted to ques- 
tioning last week by Okinawa 
police concerning the Nov. 7 hit- 
and-run incident that killed 66- 
year-old Masakazu Hokama. 

Takaesu said the soldier told 
police that he may have struck 
something, but he had “not caused 
a death by hitting somebody” and 
was concerned that his statement 
was misinterpreted when trans- 
lated into Japanese. 

According to Takaesu’s written 
request to prosecutor’s to allow 
videotaping, the soldier said he’d 
signed the statement because he 
was “advised by military person- 
nel that it’s important to cooper- 
ate with the police.” 

But Takaesu said his client 
told him he couldn’t “really un- 
derstand the translator’s English 
and the statement is that of the 
police officer who has taken my 
story and used it in a different 
connotation.” 

The soldier has admitted driv- 
ing a car owned by a friend to a 
body shop in Yomitan the after- 
noon of Nov. 7, several hours be- 
fore Hokama’s body was found 
near a two-lane road winding

through an agricultural area near 
Torii Station. 

Takaesu said the soldier told 
him he hit something in the “pitch 
black” darkness around 4:30 a.m. 

“He said he got out of the car, 
but did not see any person,” 
Takaesu told Stars and Stripes. 
“The only thing he saw was some 
bushes and fences and he thought 
he hit a branch overhanging the 
road.” 

Later in the day he saw the car 
was damaged more than he real- 
ized and he took it to a local ga- 
rage for repairs, Takaesu said. 

“He did not notice the hair and 
blood [on the vehicle] until police 
pointed it out,” Takaesu said. “He 
was quite upset. He is a medic and 
would of course have rendered 
first aid if he had known there 
was an injured person.” 

He said the soldier told him 
he had spent the night at several 
Okinawa entertainment districts 
but had not been drinking and 
had just finished eating breakfast 
at a local McDonald’s.

KABUL — Afghan officials announced a 
new anti-corruption unit and major crime 
fighting force Monday amid international 
pressure to clean up the government follow- 
ing a fraud-tainted presidential election. 

This is the third formal launch of a unit 
promising to rein in rampant graft and 
bribery by the Afghan government, which 
has been dogged by corruption for years. 
But government officials told reporters 
this attempt has a better chance because 
of a real desire to succeed and strong in- 
ternational backing. 

This one also comes amid threats from 
world leaders who are hedging their com- 
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mitments of aid and 
troops on the ability 
of Afghan President 
Hamid Karzai to bat- 
tle corruption. 

U.S. Ambassador 
Karl W. Eikenberry 
both praised the 
plan and called for 
follow-through. 

“It requires action. 
Words are_ cheap. 
Deeds are required,” 
he told reporters at a 
news conference in Kabul. 

“We share a vision of Afghanistan where 
justice is available to all and the institu- 
tions of government and society serve the

wider interests of the people, not the nar- 
row interests of the powerful,” Eikenberry 
said. 

“Achieving this vision is essential for this 
country to become a strong and prosperous 
Islamic state, and it’s not a vision that can 
be achieved by force alone,” said Eiken- 
berry, who has questioned the wisdom of 
adding U.S. forces when the Afghan politi- 
cal situation is unstable and uncertain. 

Both American and British officials have 
said they will consider the Afghan govern- 
ment’s commitment to reform in deciding 
how many more troops to send to fight the 
resurgent Taliban. Secretary of State Hill- 
ary Rodham Clinton said Sunday that the 
U.S. will not provide any civilian aid to Af-

ghanistan without a way to hold ministries 
accountable for how funds are used. 

British Ambassador Mark Sedwill said 
corruption has created a “crisis of con- 
fidence” about the government among 
the Afghan people. He stressed the fight 
against corruption was not an issue be- 
tween Afghanistan and the international 
community, but between the Afghan gov- 
ernment and the people. 

Afghan officials emphasized the task 
force was not imposed on the government 
by the international community — the 
Karzai government set it up with the help 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
Britain’s Serious Organized Crime Agency 
and Interpol. 


Afghan market attack targets French general

TAGAB VALLEY, Afghanistan 
— Insurgents fired two rockets 
Monday into a crowded market 
northeast of Kabul where the 
head of French forces in Afghani- 
stan was holding a meeting with 
tribal elders. The attack killed 12 
people and wounded another 38, 
the French military said. 

Lt. Col. Lionel, who can only 
be identified by his first name in 
accordance with French military 
policy, witnessed the attack in the 
town of Tagab in Kapisa province 
and said the target had been the 
meeting, known as a shura, where 
Brig. Gen. Marcel Druart was

discussing with elders a major 
French offensive in the Tagab 
Valley the previous day. 

“The target was clearly the 
shura,” Lionel said, explaining 
that these types of meetings were 
vulnerable because so many in- 
vitations to attend were issued in 
advance. 

He said one of the rockets had 
fallen about 200 yards from the 
shura. He denied earlier army re- 
ports that it landed only a dozen 
yards away. 

The general was not hurt in the 
attack, and French officers said 
none of the wounded were NATO 
troops. One French Caracal and 
three U.S. Black Hawk helicop- 


ters evacuated those hurt from 
the area. 

Lionel said about 20 of the 
wounded were in serious or criti- 
cal condition. Another French 
officer, Capt. Michel, who also 
can only be identified by his first 
name, said three of those killed 
were children. 

Druart is the commander of 
the French La Fayette Task Force 
in Afghanistan. The shura was 
being held inside a district center 
next to the town’s main market 
and was attended by about 40 Af- 
ghan officials, including the local 
police chief, the regional deputy 
governor and religious elders.

PESHAWAR, Pakistan — A 
truck laden with explosives blew 
up outside a police station in 
northwestern Pakistan on Mon- 
day, killing four people in an area 
that has become the focal point 
for militant retaliation against an 
army offensive along the nearby 
Afghan border. 

The explosion destroyed sever- 
al shops and homes and damaged 
the station and a nearby mosque 
in the town of Badh Ber, which 
lies close to a Pakistani air force 
base as well as the major north- 
western city of Peshawar. Thirty 
other people were wounded. 

Militants have killed more than 
300 civilians and security person- 
nel in the last month to try and 
weaken the country’s resolve to 
continue the military operation 
in South Waziristan region, where 
al-Qaida and Taliban leaders are 
believed to be hiding. 

“We have to continue this war 
against terrorists and have to keep 
our nerves,” said Mian Iftikhar 
Hussain, the information minister 
for North West Frontier Province 
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where Badh Ber is located. 

Police opened fire on the truck 
as it approached a checkpoint in 
front of the police station, but the 
driver was able to detonate his 
explosives, said Peshawar police 
chief Liagat Ali Khan. 

“The sound of the blast was 
very loud, and when I rushed out 
from my home I saw everything 
was destroyed here,” Tariq Hasan 
told AP Television News. 

The attack killed four people 
and wounded 30 others, said 
Sahib Gul, a doctor at a hospital in 
Peshawar where the victims were 
brought. The identities of the dead 
were not known. 

Local television footage showed 
rescue workers searching for sur- 
vivors amid a tangle of bricks and 
twisted metal. The blast killed a 
horse that was attached to a wood- 
en carriage and injured another 
nearby. 

Police explosives expert Tanvir 
Ahmed estimated the truck was 
carrying about 550 pounds of high 
explosives, a much larger amount 
than has been used in other bomb- 
ings carried out in recent weeks. 

“This is an obvious reaction to 
the operation in the tribal areas,” 
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Pakistani police officers investigate the site of a car bombing on

said Sahibzada Anees, a senior 
government official in the area. 
Badh Ber is nearly 7 miles south 
of Peshawar. The area in and 
around the city, which borders 
Pakistan’s semiautonomous tribal 
region, has experienced a wave of 
attacks since the army launched 
its South Waziristan offensive in 
mid-October. More than 50 peo- 
ple have been killed in the area in 
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a little over a week. 

Hussain, the information minis- 
ter, said the South Waziristan op- 
eration has driven many militants 
out of the tribal region into places 
near Peshawar, making the areaa 
prime target for attacks. 

“Terrorists have spread into our 
settled areas and have surrounded 
Peshawar, but they cannot defeat 
our resolve,” said Hussain. 
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Japanese engineer 
kidnapped in Yemen 


SAN’A, Yemen — Armed 
tribesmen have kidnapped a 
Japanese engineer working in 
Yemen and demanded the gov- 
ernment release one of their 
imprisoned tribe members, the 
Japanese Embassy and a Yemeni 
security official said Monday. 

Kohei Akiyama, the Embassy’s 
first secretary, did not release 
the name of the kidnapped man 
or the private company he works 
for in Yemen. 

He said Monday evening that 
the kidnapping took place more 
than a day earlier. 


Suu Kyi wants to talk

YANGON, Myanmar — Myan- 
mar’s detained opposition leader 
Aung San Suu Kyi has sent a let- 
ter to the head of the country’s 
junta seeking a meeting to dis- 
cuss how they can cooperate for 
the national interest, a spokes- 
man for her party said Monday.

President Barack Obama 
turned up the pressure Sunday 
by saying Iran is running out of 
time to agree to a U.N.-brokered 
plan to ship its low-enriched ura- 
nium out of the country to enrich 
it to a higher level. 

The West had hoped this plan 
would dramatically reduce its 
stockpile of enriched uranium 
and thwart any attempts to build 
nuclear weapons. 

Iran’s president warned the 
West not to pressure Tehran over 
its nuclear program, saying this 
only makes the country more 
determined to gain power by ad- 


vancing its nuclear technology. 

The comment by Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad appeared to be a 
veiled threat that Iran would try 
to intensify its efforts to enrich 
uranium if nuclear negotiations 
with the international commu- 
nity fail. 

“Cooperation with Iran in the 
nuclear field is in the interests of 
Westerners. Their opposition will 
make Iran more powerful and 
advanced,” Ahmadinejad said in 
a statement posted late Sunday on 
the presidential Web site. 

Iran sees its nuclear program 
as a matter of national pride and 
regional influence. 


Carter defends handling of Iran hostage crisis

CHIANG MAI, Thailand — 
Former President Jimmy Carter 
said Monday that he had no re- 
grets about his handling of the 
Iran hostage crisis more than 
30 years ago, saying he didn’t at- 
tack the country as his advisers 
proposed because thousands of 
people would have died. 

Islamic militants stormed the 
U.S. Embassy in Tehran on Nov. 
4, 1979, and seized its occupants. 
Fifty-two Americans were held 
hostage for 444 days. 

Carter acknowledged that his 
failure to bring the hostages 
home — including a botched res- 
cue mission in which eight U.S. 
servicemembers died — led to his 
election defeat to President Ron- 
ald Reagan in 1980. The hostages 
were released on Jan. 20, 1981, 
just minutes after Reagan was 
sworn in as the new president. 

“I don’t have any doubt that 
was the main factor in my defeat,” 
Carter told reporters in the Thai

city of Chiang Mai, where he was 
helping build houses for Habitat 
for Humanity. “Obviously, if I had 
rescued the hostages or they had 
not been taken, I would have been 
re-elected.” 

Carter said one proposed op- 
tion was a military strike on Iran, 


but he chose to stick with nego- 
tiations to prevent bloodshed and 
bring the hostages home safely. 
“My main advisers insisted 
that I should attack Iran,” he said. 
“T could have destroyed Iran with 
my weaponry. But I felt in the 
process it was likely the hostages’ 
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lives would be lost, and I didn’t 
want to kill 20,000 Iranians. So I 
didn’t attack.” 

Carter and his wife, Rosalynn, 
are among 3,000 volunteers from 
25 countries working with Habi- 
tat for Humanity this week to help 
build and repair homes along the 
Mekong River in Thailand, Viet- 
nam, China, Cambodia and Laos. 

The homes in Cambodia are 
being built for families living in a 
garbage dump, the ones in Viet- 
nam are for fishermen who now 
live on their boats, and the project 
in China involves construction of 
an apartment building in a part of 
Sichuan province devastated by a 
2008 earthquake. 

“In an area of the world where 
many people live in deplorable 
conditions, we have a chance to 
help families improve their hous- 
ing,” said Carter. 

He and his wife spent Monday 
helping build 82 homes in honor 
of Thai King Bhumibol Aduly- 
adej, who celebrates his 82nd 
birthday next month. 
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Berlusconi’s tax fraud 
trial delayed in Italy 


MILAN — The trial of Italian 
Premier Silvio Berlusconi on a 
tax fraud charge reopened Mon- 
day after a year, but was immedi- 
ately adjourned until January to 
allow the premier to attend. 

The premier was busy with a 
global food summit in Rome and 
did not attend the hearing in a 
Milan courtroom. His lawyers 
said Berlusconi is unavailable for 
the trial due to his engagements 
as premier until Jan. 18. 

Berlusconi has declared his 
intention to attend the trial since 
Italy’s highest court last month 
threw out as unconstitutional an 
immunity law shielding Berlus- 
coni and other top officials from 
trial while in office. 

“On the 18th, if there are wit- 
nesses or defendants or some- 
thing substantial, [Berlusconi] 
will be there,’ defense lawyer 
Niccolo Ghedini said. 

Berlusconi is accused of tax 
fraud involving his broadcaster 
Mediaset’s purchase of TV rights. 
He denies wrongdoing. 


No. 2 Mafia fugitive 
arrested in Sicily 


ROME — Police captured one 
of Sicily’s top Mafia fugitives on 
Sunday, dealing a stiff blow to the 
island’s Cosa Nostra crime syndi- 
cate, Italian officials said. 

Convicted mobster Domenico 
Raccuglia, who has been on the 
run for 15 years, now faces sev- 
eral life sentences for crimes 
including the murder of a rival’s 
9-year-old son, whose body was 
then thrown into a vat of acid. 

Raccuglia was arrested in an 
apartment in a tiny town near 
Trapani, police said. 

Italian Interior Minister Ro- 
berto Maroni described Rac- 
cuglia as Cosa Nostra’s No. 2, 
and hailed his arrest as deliver- 
ing “one of the hardest blows” to 
the Sicilian Mafia in the last few 
years. 


Sentence cut for Swede 
guilty in U.S. murders 


STOCKHOLM — A Swedish 
woman who was sentenced to life 
in prison for a double murder in 
the U.S. will be released in 2011. 

Annika Ostberg was convicted 
in California in 1983 of mur- 
dering a retired restaurateur 
in Stockton and a Lake County 
sheriff’s sergeant. She pleaded 
guilty to avoid execution. Pros- 
ecutors said her boyfriend fired 
the fatal shots; he hanged himself 
in jail while awaiting trial. 

A Swedish court ruled Monday 
that Ostberg, who is now 55, can 
have her sentence reduced to 45 
years. She was first imprisoned 
in 1981, and Swedish prisoners 
are normally released after serv- 
ing two-thirds of their sentences. 
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General Motors Co. announced Monday that it would begin paying 
back bailout funds by the end of this year.

GM may repay 
bailout money 
by end of 2010 


CEO says payments to start this year

WASHINGTON — _ General 
Motors Co. will begin paying 
back $6.7 billion in U.S. govern- 
ment loans by the end of 2009 and 
could pay off that full amount as 
early as 2010, five years ahead of 
schedule, CEO Fritz Henderson 
said Monday. 

The government debt repre- 
sents about 13 percent of the $52 
billion that U.S. taxpayers have 
invested in General Motors, the 
majority of which was exchanged 
for a 61 percent ownership stake 
in the company. 

GM said Monday that it lost 
$1.2 billion from the time it left 
bankruptcy protection through 
Sept. 30, showing better results 
than the auto company had re- 
ported in previous quarters and 
signaling the auto giant is begin- 
ning to rebound. 

Under the plan to pay back the 
loans, the Detroit automaker will 
make quarterly payments of $1 
billion to the U.S. government 
and $200 million to the Canadian 
government beginning in Decem- 
ber. GM would be on track to pay 
off the $6.7 billion U.S. debt and 
a $1.4 billion debt to Canada by 
the middle of 2011, well ahead of 
a mid-2015 deadline to repay the 
two governments. 

But Henderson said if the com- 
pany’s finances were in “reason- 
able condition” by June 2010, GM 


could repay the full amount next 
year. 

He said GM was in a position 
to make the payments ahead of 
schedule because the company 
performed better than expected 
during the bankruptcy and the 
company’s sales and overall per- 
formance since then have been 
modestly better than expected. 
The automaker will draw on 
about $13 billion that remains de- 
posited in escrow by the govern- 
ment to help make the payments. 

However, the Government Ac- 
countability Office said in a re- 
port issued earlier this month 
that the automaker’s share values 
would have to soar to levels they 
didn’t even approach when they 
were healthier for the $80 billion 
in taxpayer loans to be complete- 
ly repaid. 

Henderson, responding to the 
GAO report, told reporters “it 
is my mission to disprove the 
GAO.” 

Henderson said the repay- 
ment plan would allow GM to pay 
down a substantial portion of the 
government debt by the time the 
company goes public. 

GM Chairman Ed Whitacre 
said last week that GM was com- 
mitted to repaying its govern- 
ment loans. 

“Can GM pay back its loans? 
You bet. I can’t tell you when, but 
it won’t be very long,” he said. 
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Americans views on health care bill 
pose challenge to reform, poll shows

Shifting views on insurance for all 


More than two-thirds of Americans said they favor requiring that 
everyone has at least some health insurance, but not if that means

WASHINGTON — Americans 
are worried about the fine print 
in the health care overhaul, an 
Associated Press poll indicates, 
and those concerns are creat- 
ing new challenges for President 
Barack Obama as he tries to over- 
come doubts in Congress. 

Despite a widely shared convic- 
tion that major health care chang- 
es are needed, Democratic bills to 
extend coverage to the uninsured 
and hold down medical costs get 
no better than a lukewarm recep- 
tion in the latest results. 

The poll found that 43 percent 
of Americans oppose the health 
care plans being discussed in 
Congress, while 41 percent sup- 
port the plans. An additional 
15 percent remain neutral or 
undecided. 

There has been little change in 
that broad public sentiment about 
the overhaul plan from a 40-40 
split in an AP poll last month. 

The latest survey was conduct- 
ed by Stanford University with 
the nonprofit Robert Wood John- 
son Foundation. 

The United States is the only 
developed nation that does not 
have a comprehensive national 
health care plan, leaving about 50 
million Americans uninsured. 

When the AP poll questions 
were framed broadly, the answers 
seemed to indicate ample support 
for Obama’s goals. When required 
trade-offs were brought into the 
equation, opinions shifted. 

In one particularly striking 
finding, the poll indicated that 
public support for banning insur- 
ance practices that discriminate 
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military banking facility. Commercial rates 
are interbank rates provided for reference 
when buying currency. All figures are for- 
eign currencies to one dollar, except for 
the British pound, which is represented in 
dollars-to-pound, and the euro, which is 
dollars-to-euro.)

against those in poor health may 
not be as solid as it seems. 

A ban on denial of coverage 
because of pre-existing medical 
problems has long been one of 
the most popular consumer pro- 
tections in the health care debate. 
Some 82 percent said they fa- 
vored the ban, according to a Pew 
Research Center poll in October. 

In the AP poll, when told that 
such a ban would probably cause 
most people to pay more for their 
health insurance, 43 percent said 
they would still support doing 
away with pre-existing condition 
denials but 31 percent said they 
would oppose it. The poll sug- 
gests the public is becoming more 
attuned to the fact that when it 
comes to health care, details

often make all the difference. 
For example, asked if everyone 
should be required to have at least 
some health insurance, 67 per- 
cent agreed and 27 percent said 
no. The responses flipped when 
people were asked about requir- 
ing everybody to carry insurance 
or face a federal penalty: 64 per- 
cent said they would be opposed, 
while 28 percent favored that. 
Both the House and Senate 
bills would require all Americans 
to get health insurance, either 
through an employer, a govern- 
ment program or by buying it. 
The poll was based on land line 
and cell phone interviews with 
1,502 adults from Oct. 29 to Nov. 
8. It has a margin of error of plus 
or minus 2.5 percentage points. 


Body of missing N.C. girl found

Andrette McNeill, 29, with kid- 
napping after they said he was 
seen in surveillance footage car- 
rying Shaniya at a Sanford hotel. 
Authorities said McNeill admitted 
taking the girl, though his attor- 
ney said he will plead not guilty. 


Davis reported Shaniya miss- 
ing last Tuesday. The investiga- 
tion first led to the arrest of aman 
named Clarence Coe, but charges 
against him were dropped a day 
later. 


Additional information led in- 
vestigators to a search site near 
Sanford on Sunday. They contin- 
ued searching Monday, scouring 
miles of landscape, roads, ravines 
and fields on four-wheelers and 
with helicopters. 


After Shaniya’s body was found, 
a solemn group of searchers met 
quietly at a nearby fire station to 
ensure that all volunteers were 
accounted for. 


Her father, Bradley Lockhart, 
said he raised his daughter for sev- 
eral years but last month decided 
to let her stay with her mother. He 
had pleaded for her safe return. 

“T should’ve never let her go 
over there,” he said Saturday.

Both travel the world promoting their Kentucky 
brands to fans who want bottles autographed or pic- 
tures taken with the bourbon barons during promo- 
tional events in bars, restaurants and liquor stores from 
Singapore to Sweden. 

“Any place where alcohol is allowed, I’ve probably set 
my foot on it in the last four or five years,” said Noe, who 
as brand ambassador spends at least half the year trav- 
eling on behalf of his ancestor’s namesake whiskey. 

For decades, bourbon plant bosses rarely strayed far 
from the distilleries. Many even lived on the grounds. 
But much of the work once done by turning valves is 
now handled by computerized systems. While the dis- 
tillers remain sticklers for quality and consistency, still 
relying on sight, smell and taste to decide when aged 
bourbon is ready for bottling, they have assistants who 
manage the plants when they’re gone. 

Russell once signed more than 700 bottles of Wild 
Turkey at a single promotional event in Australia. As 
smooth as his whiskey, he doesn’t consider himself a 
celebrity. 

“T’m just an old master distiller,” he said. 

Hubbub has become routine for the men responsible 
for other Kentucky brands as well — Four Roses, Evan 
Williams, Maker’s Mark, Woodford Reserve, Buffalo 
Trace and 1792 Ridgemont Reserve. 

When they’re not at the plants, they offer fans insights 
into bourbon making and how to 
savor the whiskey. 

“Tt’s not all about throwing a 
shot back and chasing it with 
a beer,” said Noe, a seventh-

Jim Rutledge of Four Roses said the distillers love 
talking about bourbon — and their marketing teams re- 
alized that could “be a gold mine.” 

Rutledge also has signed hundreds of bottles at a sin- 
gle event. His scrawl was never more conspicuous than 
in a Japanese bar where he was asked to sign his name 
as big as he could across a wall. 

“They said they would never paint over it,” Rutledge 
said. 

Chris Morris, master distiller of Woodford Reserve, 
spends about 100 days a year promoting the super-pre- 
mium, small-batch bourbon. The popularity of promo- 
tional events, he said, reflects “a new connoisseur class 
of consumers” and bourbon’s emergence as a spirit 
“equal to the great whiskeys of the world.” 

Still, the distillers seem amused by all the attention. 

“T’m no different than I ever was,” said Parker Beam, 
who has spent a half-century making bourbon at Heav- 
en Hill Distilleries, with brands that include Evan 
Williams and Elijah Craig. 

Parker Beam said his father, Earl, also a 
longtime master distiller at Heaven Hill, 
would likely frown on the public relations role 
of distillers today. “He’d say it’s 
hard to run a distillery when they 
ask you to be gone so much.” 

Chuck Cowdery, an American 
whiskey writer and author of 


premium brands, production has risen by 
more than 75 percent since 1999. 
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project an authenticity — down to their Kentucky ac- 
cents — that consumers crave. 

“They are as foreign and almost exotic in New York, 
Chicago or San Francisco as they are in Tokyo or Lon- 
don,” Cowdery said. 

Bathed in loud music under tents at the recent Ken- 
tucky Bourbon Festival in Bardstown, some star-struck 
fans were surprised at their easy access to the distillers 
of world-class spirits. 

Marie Rossi, visiting with her husband, John, from 
Orange, Conn., said that where they are from, “We’d 
have to go to a special event and be dressed up and be 
on the A list. We wouldn’t have this access.” 

Parker Beam, a grandnephew of Jim Beam, chuck- 
led when recalling one of his strangest encounters with 
a whiskey fan who approached him at an event in San 
Francisco. 

“He pointed his finger and said, ‘You’re Parker 
Beam,” and I said, ‘Yeah,’” Beam recalled. “He said, ‘I 
thought you were some fictitious character the market- 
ing people came up with. But you’re a real person.” 

The real stars, the distillers insist, are the whiskeys. 

“T don’t think it has anything to do with who I am,” 

said Kevin Smith, master distiller at Maker’s Mark

ST. LOUIS — Nearly three years after Heather Ellis 
switched checkout lines at a southeast Missouri store and 
touched off what she calls a racially charged dispute with 
white customers and authorities, the young black school- 
teacher faces a trial that could send her to prison for 15 
years. 

Witnesses have told authorities that Ellis cut in front 
of waiting customers at the Walmart in Kennett, Mo., on 
Jan. 6, 2007, shoved merchandise already placed on a con- 
veyor belt out of the way, and became belligerent when 
confronted, according to court filings. 

Ellis maintains she was merely joining her cousin, 
whose checkout line was moving more quickly. She 
claimed in a written complaint to the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored People that she was then 
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pushed by a white customer, hassled by store employees, 
called racial slurs and physically mistreated by Kennett 
police officers. 

Police say in court documents that Ellis refused re- 
quests to calm down and leave the property, allegedly 
kicking an officer’s shin and splitting another’s lip while 
resisting arrest. Her trial on charges of assaulting police 
officers, resisting arrest and disturbing the peace begins 
Wednesday in Dunklin County Circuit Court. 

The Syracuse, N.Y.-based Your Black World Coalition 
planned to hold a Monday rally in Kennett. 

A college student in New Orleans at the time of her ar- 
rest, the 24-year-old Ellis now teaches in Louisiana, where 
she is engaged to a state trooper. She has said she feels 
trapped by “small-town politics” in Kennett, where her 
family lives. 

Kennett is a town of roughly 11,000 residents, about 
1,500 of them black.

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Alternative to Sikh turban 


I must strongly voice my objection to 
“Bad decision on Sikh officer” (letter, Oct. 
28), about the Army’s decision to allow a 
Sikh officer to wear his hair and turban in 
accordance with his Sikh faith. 

The wear of unshorn hair and traditional 
headgear by Sikhs is not a matter of dis- 
cipline, as argued by the author. These 
practices are key tenets of a religion prac- 
ticed by more than 20 million people. Re- 
quiring Sikhs, who have a long and proud 
martial tradition, to completely abandon 
these practices as a blanket precondition 
to uniformed service is essentially ask- 
ing Sikhs to choose between serving their 
country and abandoning their faith. There 
is a better way that accommodates more 
Sikhs while maintaining vital operational 
requirements. 

Practicing Sikhs should be allowed to 
serve in most military occupational spe- 
cialties if they agree to wear helmets or 
other military headgear when required. 
Many Sikh soldiers and aviators in the In- 
dian army and air force currently wear 
helmets while practicing their faith; to do 
this, they wear their hair under the hel- 
met with a very thin hair covering called 
a patka, an alternative to the traditional 
Sikh turban. This is a reasonable religious 
accommodation that upholds the vital op- 
erational requirement for wear of combat 
helmets and other military headgear. 

I hope the Army and Department of De- 
fense will grant more waivers, or consider 
changing the policy completely for those 
Sikhs who agree to wear combat headgear 
when required. 

By accommodating religious practic- 
es when operationally feasible, we show 
the true strength and flexibility of our 
democracy.

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Obamas reluctance is evident either way

hree autumns ago, Washington was 
paralyzed with indecision about what 


to do about a losing war — in Iraq. 
A congressionally mandated commission 
held hearings and weighed options; none 
of them seemed good. At the White House, 
President George W. Bush presided over 
a review that had extended for months 
as generals and political aides debated 
whether to escalate or wind down the U.S. 
commitment. Meanwhile,

All that time, no one ac- 
cused Bush of dithering. So 
why does Barack Obama 
keep hearing the taunt as 
he deliberates about Af- 
ghanistan — and why do 
even some who sympathize 
with his dilemma find it hard to shake the 
feeling that this commander in chief lacks 
resolve? 

One part of the answer is easy: Bush 
was renowned for summoning plenty of 
resolve, and not enough critical thinking. 
No one questioned that Bush’s heart was in 
his bid for “victory” in Iraq. Not a few won- 
dered whether he had weighed carefully 
enough whether dispatching 20,000 more 
American troops in early 2007 was a rea- 
soned strategy or a reckless gamble. 

Obama, on the other hand, is known for 
his rationality. But his personal commit- 
ment to the two wars he inherited has not 
been so obvious. Though he has pursued a 
responsible course in Iraq, Obama has only 
rarely acknowledged the growing signs 
that the war may end with something close 
to “victory,” as Bush described it: a demo- 
cratically elected Iraqi government that 
fights terrorism and is a strategic partner 
of the United States. Instead, Obama talks

Yet since 
then both he and his senior 
aides have repeatedly talk- 
ed about Afghan President 
Hamid Karzai as if he were 
dispensable. Is it possible 
to abandon a government 
without removing any of the troops that 
are fighting to keep it in power? 

That question brings us to the biggest dif- 
ference between Obama’s Afghanistan re- 
view and Bush’s on Irag — and to the most 
compelling cause for unease about this 
president. The problem for Bush in 2006 
was that there was no clear way forward 
in Iraq. The Pentagon’s top generals were 
divided between those backing the “surge” 
and those calling for a pullback. The Iraq 
Study Group cobbled together a report only 
by messily splitting its differences. Bush’s 
own Cabinet was divided, as were Repub- 
licans in Congress. When he finally chose 
the “surge,” Bush outraged Washington’s 
centrist wisdom, which held that the only 
sensible course was the opposite. 

On Afghanistan, in contrast, there is 
unanimity in the Pentagon and consider- 
able agreement in Congress and among 
the NATO allies. The consensus says that 
Afghanistan cannot be abandoned any-

n Thursday, Attorney General Eric 
Holder announced that five men ac- 


cused of roles in the Sept. 11 attacks, 
including alleged mastermind Khalid 
Sheikh Mohammed, will be moved from 
Guantanamo Bay to New York for trial in 
federal court. “For over 200 years, our na- 
tion has relied upon a faithful adherence to 
the rule of law,” he said. Senate Judiciary 
Committee Chairman Patrick Leahy, D- 
Vt., lauded the decision he said would 
“demonstrate to the world that the most 
powerful nation on Earth also trusts its ju- 
dicial system, a system respected around 
the world.” 

It all sounds perfect for a Law Day 
speech. But whom do they think they’re 
kidding? 

The fundamental tenet of our criminal 
justice system is that a defendant is in- 
nocent until proved guilty. Along with his 
confederates, Mohammed will be given the 
opportunity to defend himself against the 
charges, and ajury will decide whether the 
facts warrant a conviction. But it is hard to 
believe any jury would acquit him or that, 
if it did, the government would free him. 

President Barack Obama seems to take 
the outcome for granted. “I am absolutely 
convinced that Khalid Sheikh Moham- 
med will be subject to the most exacting 
demands of justice,” he said. Northwest- 
ern University law professor Ronald Allen 
notes, “That’s the equivalent of saying, 






‘We'll give him a fair trial and then hang 
him.’” 

Republicans in Congress howled at the 
idea of allowing even the possibility of ac- 
quittals. Their concern seems unfounded. 

The Justice Department makes it clear 
that the defendants should not expect ever 
to draw another free breath. A spokesman 
says Holder “would not have authorized 
the prosecution of these cases unless he 
was confident that the outcome would be a 
successful one.” And if it isn’t? “There are 
a range of options available in the event 
of acquittal, and we intend to use all law- 
ful and appropriate means to protect the 
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time soon; that efforts to build up the Af- 
ghan army and strengthen both national 
and local governance must be redoubled; 
that U.S. forces must aim to ensure secu- 
rity for the Afghan population, at least in 
the country’s biggest cities. Almost every- 
one agrees that accomplishing all those 
aims will require at least some additional 
American and NATO troops. Though there 
are debates over the details of tactics and 
implementation, the main remaining dif- 
ference is over the numbers: Should it be 
10,000 or 30,000 or 40,000 more? 

Obama’s prolonged deliberation would 
be understandable if he were choosing 
between escalating or ending the war, as 
Bush was. Yet he narrowed his options 
many weeks ago — and still has been un- 
able to come to closure. Last Thursday the 
president was presented with various rein-

In other words, the accused will be 
locked up if they are convicted and they 
will be locked up if they are not. A law 
enacted earlier this year bars any Guan- 
tanamo inmates from being released into 
the United States. About the best they can 
hope for, according to the Justice Depart- 
ment, is to be remanded to a home country 
or other nation.

forcement options; rather than decide, he 
reportedly asked for another study about 
when and how fighting could be turned 
over to the Afghan army. 

Another week or two of thinking won’t 
hurt. But the impression that gets created 
is of a president who knows what course he 
must take — one of expanding American 
involvement in a difficult and increasingly 
unpopular war — but can’t bring himself 
to embrace it. It’s an image that risks un- 
dermining any commitment Obama even- 
tually makes. In the end, it’s not enough for 
a president to be seen as having thought 
through a decision to send more troops to 
war. Enemies, allies and the country also 
need to be convinced that he believes in it.

D’avignon said Matthews could 
face a term of up to life in prison 
if convicted on the murder charge. 

Authorities said Matthews re- 
mains free on a $13,000 bond. 


75 volunteers to help 
Army oust animals 


le HONOLULU — The Army 

plans to drive 1,500 wild 
goats and sheep out of parts of Po- 
hakuloa Training Area on the Big 
Island. 

The goat and sheep drive is de- 
signed to remove the two invasive 
species from areas that are home 
to endangered native plants. More 
than 75 volunteer paniolo, or Ha- 
walian cowboys, are participating 
in the effort. 

The Army is organizing the 
drive to comply with a 2003 order 
from the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service. 

The agency said sport hunting of 
sheep and goats alone hasn’t been 
enough to remove the animals that 
are threatening native plants. The 
Army will install fences around 
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the cleared areas afterward. 

Bird hunting will still be allowed 
inside the fencing, while other 
hunting will be allowed outside. 


Treasury, bondholders 
at odds over old claims 


MT HELENA — Holders of 


lost savings bonds dat- 
ing back to World War II say its not 
nearly as easy to track down the 
lost money as the U.S. Treasury 
Department claims in an ongoing 
lawsuit. 

The Bureau of the Public Debt 
counters that its process aims to 
make sure that only the legal own- 
ers of the old bonds are able to 
redeem them. Demanding require- 
ments — which can include the So- 
cial Security number of long-dead 
original purchasers for a gift bond 
— are in place to make sure the 
money ends up in the right place, 
the agency said. 

More than $16 billion worth of 
the bonds are unclaimed. 

The federal government main- 
tains the money isn’t really lost. 

“Tt is not unclaimed property,” 
said Joyce Harris, with the Bureau 
of the Public Debt. “It is unre- 
deemed in our minds.”

Smuggler gets 14 years 
for human cargo deaths 


HOUSTON — A Texas 

man was sentenced to 
more than 14 years in prison for 
his role in what became the dead- 
liest human smuggling attempt in 
U.S. history. 

Abelardo Flores was part of a 
smuggling ring that packed more 
than 70 illegal immigrants into the 
back of a stifling tractor-trailer 
in May 2003 and tried to trans- 
port them from southern Texas to 
Houston, prosecutors said. 

The immigrants, from Mexico, 
Honduras, El Salvador and the 
Dominican Republic, were found 
after the driver, whom Flores had 
recruited, abandoned the trailer at 
a truck stop in Victoria, about 100 
miles southwest of Houston. 

Seventeen people were found 
dead in the trailer, and two others 
died later, all of dehydration, over- 
heating and suffocation. 


Baker’s slip responsible 
for blade found in muffin 


SEATTLE — The owner 
4 of a bakery in Seattle 
said that a razor blade found in a 
muffin bought at a QFC store in 
Mountlake Terrace, Wash., got 
there by accident when one of her 
workers dropped the blade in a vat 
of batter. 

Molly Wilmot, owner of Mostly 
Muffins, said a longtime employee 
was using the blade to open bags 
and boxes when it fell into a giant 
mixing bowl. He lost it in the batter 
and was afraid to tell his manager. 

The employee has been suspend- 
ed until the company completes an 
internal investigation. 

The incident came to light after 
Mountlake Terrace resident broke 
apart an almond-poppyseed muf- 
fin she bought at the grocery store 
and found a lump baked into it. 
When it turned out to be a razor 
blade, Hutchison returned the 
four-pack of muffins to the store. 


Police: Man stunned 
with Taser twice, dies 
AINY CORAM — Police said a 





Island home died after he tussled 
with officers and was zapped twice 
with a stun gun. 

Police said Darryl Bain’s broth- 
er called 911 alleging Bain, 43, 
was high on cocaine and had shut 
himself in the house with their 78- 
year-old mother, who had an order 
of protection. 

Police said three officers heard 
a struggle inside and entered the 
house and fought with Bain, who 
was temporarily stunned after 
being shot with a Taser. 

Police tell the Newsday news- 
paper he continued to struggle as 
they handcuffed him and he was 
Tasered again before dying. 


Parents, infants sharing 
beds may be fatal move 


AUSTIN — More than 

160 Texas infants die 
each year while sleeping in bed 
with family members, state statis- 
tics show, and officials are starting 
a campaign to warn parents of the 
dangers. 

Deaths of babies in shared beds 
are a persistent problem rooted in 
cultural beliefs about the bonding 
and health benefits of such an ar- 
rangement, pediatricians and law 
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enforcement personnel say. 

There were 167 deaths from 
accidental suffocation or stran- 
gulation, or without a clear ex- 
planation, while babies shared 
beds during the budget year that 
ended on Aug. 31, according to 
Child Protective Services and the 
Department of State Health Ser- 
vices. In the previous state fiscal 
year, there were 165. Last month, 
there were 20. 


Convict who threatened 
ex-wife found dead

ported receiving death threats 
from a Kauai man found dead 
after getting out of prison. 

Daniel Bonannos’ ex-wife, her 
new fiance and her mother all 
sought restraining orders against 
him in 2007. 

They said he threatened them 
by phone and in writing, promis- 
ing revenge once he was released 
from prison on Oahu. 

Bonanno was released from the 
Halawa Correctional Facility after 
serving five years for theft. 

The 47-year-old was discovered 
dead in a pickup truck near the top 
of Kuamoo Road in Wailua Home- 
steads. Police said they have start- 
ed a homicide investigation. 


Governor prefers profits 
to polar bear protection 


A ANCHORAGE — Alaska 
Gov. Sean Parnell said he 
has the best interest of polar bears 
at heart, but he doesn’t intend to 
let the federal government’s ex- 
panded protection for bears halt 
the state’s continued prosperity. 

The governor is suing the fed- 
eral government to overturn the 
listing of the iconic symbol of the 
Arctic as a threatened species, a 
move made last year that he be- 
lieves could threaten Alaska’s life- 
blood: petroleum development. 

As Alaska North Slope wells dry 
up, the state is turning to potential 
offshore discoveries to refill the 
trans-Alaska pipeline and ensure 
the long-term prospects of a $26 
billion proposed natural gas pipe- 
line. Protections for polar bears 
under the Endangered Species Act 
could thwart that, Parnell said, 
adding that they’re not needed. 


Busy beavers destroying 
county drainage system

Busy beavers are creating a 

problem for the Orange County 
Drainage District. 

“They'll block all the way 
across” a ditch, gully or narrow 
bayou, said Mark Stephenson, 
general manager of the district. 

Michael Hoke, executive direc- 
tor of Shangri La Botanical Gar- 
dens and Nature Center in Orange, 
said beavers feel safe in a pond, so 
if they hear the trickling of water, 
they’ll build a dam across to make 
a pond. 

“You can take a tape recorder 
of running water and place it near 
beaver. They’ll dam up the tape 
recorder,” he said. 

“We work during the day and 
they work during the night,” Ste- 
phenson said. “It’s almost like a 
losing battle.”

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Driver needs just 
2oth place to win 
record fourth title

AVONDALE, Ariz. — Jimmie Johnson 
won’t plan any parties this week, or waste 
a minute pondering his place in NASCAR 
history. 

Instead, he’ll spend this next week 
mentally running laps around Home- 
stead-Miami Speedway. Johnson’s win at 
Phoenix International Raceway on Sun- 
day moved him one step closer to a record 
fourth consecutive championship, which 
can be wrapped up with a mediocre run in 
the finale. 

“T’m not one to let my mind wander and 
think about the possibilities — I’ve always 
known I’ve got to go out and race the race, 
get it done,” he said. “When I go home, I’m 
going to be (mentally) driving laps, what I 
think I need to do in qualifying trim so I 
can put my best effort in on Friday. Same 
thing for race practice on Saturday, and go 
racing Sunday.” 

Johnson cruised to a dominating win 
at Phoenix, leading 238 of the 312 laps en 
route to his fourth victory in the Chase for 
the Sprint Cup championship. It widened 
his lead in the standings to 108 points over 
Hendrick Motorsports teammate Mark 
Martin, and Johnson needs only to finish 
25th or better at Homestead to wrap up the 
title. 

The strong showing came a week after 
a fluke accident at Texas chopped a chunk 
of points off Johnson’s lead, and the re- 
bound was considered something of a 
“statement.” 

“T guess in the end it could be looked at 
like that,” Johnson acknowledged. “It was, 
‘Hey, guys, you know, we need to step up 
and get it done ... we need to show what 
we’re made of, we need to get this done.’ 
I’m very proud of the fact we looked each 
other in the eyes, knew what we had to do, 
and delivered.” 

Johnson was wrecked on the third lap at 
Texas, and sat inside his disabled race car 
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as his crew did a total rebuild of the Chev- 
rolet. He limped to a 38th-place finish that 
sliced his lead in the standings to just 73 
points over Martin. 

Martin, who won at Phoenix in April, de- 
livered a fourth-place finish Sunday — not 
enough to keep pace with Johnson. 

“We gave it everything we had,” Martin 
said. 

It’s technically not over: Martin has 
gained 108 points on Johnson nine times in 
265 races, including last weekend at Texas. 
He did it once at Homestead, in 2005. But 
Martin is not counting on catching John- 
son this year, and the sentimental favorite 
for the championship will likely finish sec- 
ond in the final standings for a fifth time. 

He’s the only driver still in mathemati- 
cal contention to catch Johnson. Fellow 
Hendrick driver Jeff Gordon will be elimi- 
nated as soon as Johnson starts next week, 
and Johnson’s win at Phoenix knocked ev- 
eryone else out of the running. 

Despite the harsh reality of his position, 
Martin is refusing to concede to John- 





son and said he won’t let up next week in 
Homestead as he tries to at least stave off 
Gordon for second in the final standings. 
But should Johnson coast to the win, Mar- 
tin will be fine. 

“We’ve still got to go to Homestead and 
run like this again, because we still have 
heat behind us, Jeff Gordon, especially,” 
Martin said. “I definitely have been beat 
by the best — Jeff Gordon, Tony Stewart 
and Dale Earnhardt. It wouldn’t embar- 
rass me if it was Jimmie Johnson as well.” 

Jeff Burton finished second and was fol- 
lowed by Denny Hamlin, Martin and pole- 
sitter Martin Truex Jr. 

Kurt Busch, winner last week at Texas, 
finished sixth. Clint Bowyer was seventh, 
followed by Juan Pablo Montoya, Gordon, 
and David Reutimann. 

Nobody was surprised to see Johnson in 
Victory Lane, particularly since he’d had 
such a rare race the week before. 

“Anytime that Jimmie is down is not 
usually because of performance, it’s usu- 
ally because of an incident like last week,”

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Hamlin said. “There was no doubt in my 
mind they were going to come this week 
and make a statement. 

“Obviously leading all the laps pretty 
much and winning the race sends a state- 
ment out there that he is the best, that 
they’re not going to be denied this year.” 

Johnson, though, was reluctant to start 
any celebration after his win. Although his 
Hendrick team initially reacted as if the 
title had been locked up, the No. 48 crew 
quickly settled down in Victory Lane. 

He admitted the win at Phoenix gave 
him a small sense of relief after “the carpet 
was jerked out from underneath our feet” 
at Texas, but it also provided a valuable 
lesson of not looking too far ahead. John- 
son promised to remain focused this entire 
week and not get too far ahead of himself in 
thinking about his impending trip into the 
record books. 

“Texas was such a good lesson,” he said. 
“And I hope that the points we lost in Texas 
isn’t what keeps us from winning this 
championship.”

Despite big victory, 
TCU stuck in fourth

NEW YORK — TCU’s big vic- 
tory wasn’t enough for the Horned 
Frogs to make a move up the BCS 
standings. 

TCU (10-0) on Sunday re- 
mained behind Florida, Alabama 
and Texas in the race to the na- 
tional title game. 

The Horned Frogs defeated 
Utah 55-28 on Saturday night in 
what figured to be the most dif- 
ficult game left on their schedule. 
But they remained stuck in fourth 
place in the Bowl Championship 
Series standings. 

TCU, from the Mountain West 
Conference, last week became 
the first team from a league with- 
out an automatic BCS bid to break 
into the top five of the standings 
this late in a season. 

If the Horned Frogs can beat 
Wyoming and New Mexico to fin- 
ish a perfect regular season, they 
will earn their first BCS bid and 
cross off another achievement on 
the pyramid of goals coach Gary 
Patterson has on display for his 
team. 

“If we win two games, we have 
an opportunity to color in a box 
higher than we’ve ever colored in 
in this program, to go to a BCS,” 
he said Sunday. “That’s about as 
far as I take it.” 

Unless Alabama, Florida or 
Texas slip up, that’s about as far 
as TCU will be able to take it. 

Florida has been in first since 
the standings were initially re- 
leased last month. Alabama is 
second and Texas is third. 

The Gators and Crimson Tide 
meet in the SEC championship on 
Dec. 5. If they can both reach that 
game undefeated, a spot in the 
BCS title game on Jan. 7 would be

LOS ANGELES — Trevor 
Ariza got his NBA championship 
ring and his Houston Rockets got 
a victory. 

Aaron Brooks saw the ring 
dripping with diamonds and sud- 
denly he was off on a career night. 
He took the Houston Rockets with 
him, scoring a career-high 33 
points, including five three-point- 
ers, in a 101-91 victory over Los 
Angeles on Sunday night, sending 
the Lakers to a second consecu- 
tive loss. 

“That’s my first time seeing 
an NBA ring,” Brooks said. “It 
moved us, and we played inspired 
basketball.” 

And the NBA champs? Well, 
they looked downright ordinary 
again. 

The Lakers were coming off a 
105-79 drubbing at Denver two 
nights earlier only to have anoth- 
er team they vanquished in last 
season’s title run show them up at 
home, where they got booed. 

“Defensively, we need to step it 
up,” Andrew Bynum said. “That’s 
what we’re lacking right now. We 
got guards trying to box out bigs. 
Bigs trying to box out guards. 
We’re all over the place right 
now.” 

The Lakers have three losses 
already, something that didn’t 
happen last season until Dec. 9. 

“Mortified,’ Kobe Bryant 
deadpanned. “We’ll get better, we 
know what’s at stake. We’ figure 
our way through this.” 

Aussie David Andersen added 
a career-high 19 for the Rockets, 
who lost 103-102 at home in over- 
time in the teams’ first meeting 
earlier this month. 

Bryant scored 41 points in that 
game, but he had just 18 Sunday 
after aggravating a groin injury 
in the first quarter that he sus- 
tained a week ago against New 
Orleans. 

“T’ve felt better,” he said. “It'll 
be all right. I’ve been nursing it, 
kind of playing through it.” 

Even though the injury affects 
Bryant’s ability to run and change 
direction on a dime, he said, “You 
know I don’t make excuses.” 

Ron Artest, who went to Los 
Angeles around the time Trevor 
Ariza went to Houston in July, 
added 22 points. Bynum had 21 
points and 11 rebounds. 

The Lakers got a combined 
12 points out of starters Lamar 
Odom and Derek Fisher. 

Ariza received his ring from 
Bryant and Fisher on the court 
before the game, which might 
have accounted for Ariza’s first- 
half performance. He was 1-for- 
10 from the floor and 1-for-6 from 
three-point range. He finished 
with nine points, well off his 
team-leading 19.4 average. 

“T knew tonight was going to 
be a tough night for me,” Ariza 
said. “I didn’t play as well, but my 
teammates played great. Aaron 
played big for us, and I’m just 
happy we got a win.” 

Andersen scored Houston’s 





first six points of the fourth quar- 
ter, pushing the lead to 86-73 
while fans booed the home team. 
The Lakers couldn’t get a sus- 
tained run going, twice turning 
the ball over on offensive fouls by 
Bynum and Odom. 

“We obviously didn’t know the 
scouting report that well on An- 
dersen,” Lakers coach Phil Jack- 
son said. “We knew he’s a shooter 
but we didn’t see him playing at 
that level.” 

Houston finished 16-for-19 
from the line and shot 42 from the 
floor. The Lakers hit 38 percent 
from the field, with Bryant going 
5-for-20. The Rockets dominated 
the boards 60-38. 

Suns 101, Raptors 100: 
Amare Stoudemire followed one 
of the worst games of his career 
with his best game of the season, 
scoring 30 points as the Suns im- 
proved to an NBA-best 9-2, win- 
ning their 13th in a row at home. 

They are the only team in the 
league to score at least 100 points 
in every game this season. 

Steve Nash had 23 points and 
nine assists and Channing Frye 
added 20, hitting six three-point-

SAN DIEGO — There was a 
pretty good reason why LaDai- 
nian Tomlinson had some extra 
giddyup in his step. 

Tomlinson ran for a season- 
high 96 yards and scored twice, 
continuing his climb up the ca- 
reer rushing and scoring lists as 
the San Diego Chargers beat the 
Philadelphia Eagles 31-23 on Sun- 
day to pull into a tie atop the AFC 
West with slumping Denver. 

Asked if something happened 
that gave him motivation, Tom- 
linson got a little emotional. 

“T don’t Know if I want to talk 
about it,” he said. “My wife is 
pregnant. I found out before the 
game. She left me a gift in my 
locker. It said, ‘Open immediate- 
ly. I thought it was a necklace. It 
was a pregnancy test.” 

The child will be the couple’s 
first. LaTorsha Tomlinson suf- 
fered a miscarriage in 2005.

146 and moved him past Marcus 
Allen into third in NFL history. 


Cowboys stumble 
from hot to horrid 





Green Bay (5-4) led only 3-0 
after three quarters, then sealed 
it and remained afloat in the NFC 
wild card race with two fourth- 
quarter touchdowns. One TD 
capped a 15-play drive straddling 
the third and fourth quarters, the 
other following a questionable 
turnover. 

“Getting to 5-4 was important,” 
Packers coach Mike McCarthy 
said.

He 
broke his left leg early in the 
game and was expected to have 
surgery on Monday. 

Romo went 24 of 39 for 251 
yards, but threw one interception 
and lost a fumble that the Cow- 
boys weren’t happy about with 
just under 12 minutes to go and 
Dallas trailing 10-0.

“It’s kind of surreal,’ Tomlin- 
son said of his latest accomplish- 
ment, noting that he has a ball 
autographed by Harris in his 
trophy case.

They simply needed 
to keep the Colts out of the end 
zone to preserve the win, but 
they failed to handle the switch 
in momentum. 

“That’s part of the game,” line- 
backer Derrick Burgess said. 
“That’s what we do. That’s what 
we have to be able to do to be a 
good defense.” 

It wasn’t the first time Belich- 
ick had made such a decision. At 
Atlanta, he went for it on fourth- 
and-1 from his own 24. But that 
was in the third quarter, and 
those were the Falcons, not New 
England’s nemesis. 

On the Colts’ final drive, Man- 
ning hooked up with Wayne for 14 
yards. He let Joseph Addai carry 
the ball for 13 yards, down to the 
Patriots 1. He sent Addai inside 
again on first-and-goal, the same 
play Addai scored on to win the 
2006 AFC Championship game, 
but he got nothing. So Manning 
went back to Wayne in the end for 
the win. 

“Certainly, a great team come- 
back win,” Manning said. “Every- 
one had to do their part. Defense 
had to hold them at the right 
times. It certainly was as much 
adversity as we’ve seen all year.” 

Belichick didn’t regret remov- 
ing some of that adversity in the 
final minutes.

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Belichick’s gamble on fourth-and-2 backfires

INDIANAPOLIS — New Eng- 
land’s players firmly stand be- 
hind coach Bill Belichick’s costly 
gamble. 

The Patriots failed on a fourth- 
and-2 deep in their territory with 
two minutes to play, giving Peyton 
Manning a prime opportunity to 
steal a victory after trailing by 17 
points early in the fourth quarter. 
Manning took advantage, throw- 
ing a 1-yard touchdown pass to 
Reggie Wayne with 13 seconds 
left to give the Colts a 35-34 vic- 
tory over the Patriots on Sunday 
night. 

When asked if he understood 
why his decision would be ques- 
tioned, Belichick answered witha 
short “yes.” Patriots quarterback 
Tom Brady, however, took it as a 
compliment and saw it as a show 
of faith in the offense. 

“Coach is being aggressive, and 
I love that about him,” Brady said. 
“He gave us a chance to make the 
play, and we just came up a little 
short.” 

It was the most improbable vic- 
tory for the Colts (9-0) in their 
18-game regular-season winning 
streak, which is now tied for the 
second-longest in league history 
with New England. 

The Patriots (6-3) have lost five 
of the past six in this series, one 
that has often had long-term im- 
plications. Since 2003, the regu- 
lar-season winner has claimed 
the AFC title four times and be- 
come the Super Bowl champion 
three times. 

The game was filled with of- 
fensive firepower and big plays. 
Brady was 29-of-42 for 375 yards 
and three touchdowns and one 
interception. Randy Moss had 
nine catches for a season-high 
179 yards and two TDs and Wes 
Welker had nine for 94 yards.
